Fitting of Show Sheep 
Should be Started Now 

Kentucky farmers who cx[>cct to 
display sheep at the state and coun- 
ty fairs this fall should beg-in now 
to prepare the animals for exhibi- 
tion, aeeor^w to suggestions of 
sheep specialiAts from the College 
of Agriculture.
